ficient to warrant fasting for a 
day or two every month.

objections that have been urged 
against fasting apply only to in-

•than five days at a time, with- 
out knowledge of its dangers or 
of the means of regulating it so 
as to secure the best results. 
There are few cases in which a 
fast of from one to five days 
can fall to benefit, although in 
every case certain measures can 
be used that will avoid the bad 
effects—copious water drinking, 
enema, lemonade, charcoal tab- 
lets and sometimes a itriild ca- 
thartic.
